A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


The State Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions adopted in their 
platforms planks favoring the calling 
of a State Constitutional Convention 
for the purpose of modifying the 
organic law of Nevada. It may be 
well to look into the subject a little 
and see if the two conventions acted 
wisely. The Democratic plauk reads 
as follows: | 

Resolved, That the financial affairs 
of our State require many important 
economical changes beyond the power 
of statutory regulation, and we there - 
fore favor the calling of a Constiiu- 
tional Convention, four the purpose of 
making such changes in the organic 
law cf the State as will relieve the 
people from a large portion of the 
present unnecessary and burdensome 
expenses of State and county govern- 
ments. 

The Republicans enunciated the 
fullowing at the Reno Convention: 

Resolved, That in the judgment of 
this convention the islature, when 
next convened, should make the 
necessary provisions for a convention 
to revise the entire constitution of the 
State; that in providing for such con- 
vention well guarded restrictions 
should be made, defining the number 
of dolegates, their compensation, and 
fixiue the duration of its session; that 
we believe such a convention is im. 
peratively demanded by the urgent 
necessities of the times, and among 
others for the following cogent rea- 
sons: First—to change the fundamen- 
tal law so es to secure as nearly as 
may be the equal and uniform taxa- 
ion on all property subjected thereto. 
Second—to regulate and render equal 
and just all the rates of passage and 
treights upon all railroads doing busi- 
ness in this State, to the end that our 
leading industries may be fostered and 
not oppressed, built up and not over- 
thrown; and third—to secure the re- 
duction of the expenses of State to the 
minimum by dispensing with all un- 
necessary officers and employes, ren- 
dering more speedy aad economical 
the collection of public revenue, and 
the general administratien of justice. 

It will be seen that the members of 
the Legislature elect are pledged to 
vote for holding a Constitutional Con- 
vention for the purpose of changing 
the fundamental law that has gov- 
erned us since the Battle Born” was 
first recognized as a sovereign State. 
True, there are some things in the 
organic law that need correcting. 
When the Constitution was first 
adopted Nevada promised to become 
a great State; money was plentiful 
and our people were enjoying pros- 
perity on every hand. The framers 
of the great organic law did not look 
into the future, perbaps, with that de- 
liberation that should have been ex- 
eroised. 
officers than were actually necessary 
to govern 50,000 people. 

There is no question but what the 
cost of carrying on our State (iovern- 
ment is entirely too high; and that 
changes in our Constitution are abso- 
lutely necessary if we expect to remain 
in the galaxy of States. But is it 
necessary to call a Constitutional 
Convention to remedy the existing 
wrongs? The holding of a Constitu- 
Convention means a direct expenditure 
of at least $60,000, saying nothing 
about the time and expense it will 
cost to frame our statutes to conform 
to the new law. 

In these times it is dangerous to 
tamper with the organized law of any 
State. Cannot our Constitution be 
changed, all that is necessary to an- 
swer the requirenients, by amend- 
ment? 

Article XVI, Section 1, of our Con 
stitution reads as follows: | 

1. Any amendment or 
ts to this Constitution may 

the Senate or Assem- 


They provided for more 


if the peopie shall approve and ratify 
such amendment or ieostenmti, by a 
majority of the electors qualified to 
vote for members of the slature 
voting thereon, such amendment or 
amendments shall become a part of 
the Constitution. 

It will be seen that the incoming 


Legislature can pass such amendments 
asare deemed necessary. Let them be 
agreed to by the Legislature next cho- 
sen, and submitted to the people for 
ratification. It will take but about 
two years and a half to make all the 
changes required, if it is done in this 
way. The expense of proceeding in 
this manner will be comparatively 
small. On the other hand, if a con- 
vention is called the expense will be 
greater than can be afforded, besides 
taking the chances of a convention 
framing a poor instrument that would 
make our burdens greater than they 
are now. 

Section 2 of Article XVI of our 
present organic law reads as follows: 


Sec. 2. If at any time the Legisla- 
ture, by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members elected to each House, shall 
determine that it is necessary to cause 
a revision of this entire Constitetion, 
they shall recommend to the electors 
at the next election for members of 
the Legirlature, to vote for or against 
a convention; and if it shall appear 
that a majority of the electors voting 
at such election shall have voted in 
favor of calling a convention, the Leg- 
islature shall, at its next session, pro- 
vide by law for ealling a convention, 
to be holden within six months after 
the passage of such law; and such 
convention shall consist of a number 
of members not less than that of both 
branches of the Legislature. Jn deter- 
mining what is a majority of the elec- 
tors voting at such election, reference 
shall be had to the highest number of 
votes cast at such election for the can- 
* for any office or on any ques- 
tion, 


Under the provisions of that section 
it will require really as much time to 
correct the existing trouble as it would 
by amendment. It would be well for 
the incoming members of the next 
session to consider this subject care- 
fully, and notincur uonecessary ex- 
pense at a time when we can illy affurd 
to indulge in buncombe to satisfy the 
political whims of any party.

What Shall be Done? 

Bodie, like Renu, is afflicted with 
villainous white men who supply La- 
dians with intoxicating liquor. The 
Free Press echoes the wrath of the 
people in this matter. Something 
should be done to dispose of the cause 
of the evil. “The dranken Indian 
nuisance continues unabated, and the 
the number of whisky-drinking backs 
seems to be increasing. The fact that 
the miscreants who keep these at best 
depraved creatures iv liquor cannot be 
** holed” aad put to cool in the county 
jail fora term, or driven from the 
community, is as mysterious as it is 
lamentable, There appears to be no 
secrecy in the matter of their getting 
whisky from certain individuals, When 
confined to their own homes and as- 
sociates drunken. Indians are a brutal 
set and horrible subjects for contem- 
plation.
